“Until we have had that 
meeting there is not a lot 
we can say other than 
note the decision that was 
made by EDDC at its 
Cabinet meeting on July 
15th.” 

The minutes from that 
meeting read: “Resolved 
that Seaton Town Hall be 
transferred to Seaton 
Town Council subject to 
the terms set out.” 

District councillor Ian 
Thomas (Cabinet Mem¬ 
ber and Portfolio Holder 
for Economy) contacted 
Pulman’s View on Friday, 
and said: “Officer col¬ 
leagues and I have 
worked together for more 
than two years with our 
tenants, Seaton Town 
Council, Seaton’s Voice 
and the museum towards 
the aim of securing the 
best possible future for 
Seaton Town Hall. 

“This culminated in a 
resolution by EDDC 
Cabinet at our meeting 
on July 15th to transfer 
Seaton Town Hall to 
Seaton Town Council. 

“We saw this as the best 


route to ensuring its fu¬ 
ture as a public building 
to the benefit of the town 
council, local residents 
and visitors. 

“The resolution envis¬ 
aged that Seaton’s Voice 
and the museum would 
become tenants of the 
town council. 

“Extensive discussions 
had already been held to 
further that aim. 

“It recently became ap¬ 
parent that the relation¬ 
ship between Seaton 
Town Council and 
Seaton’s Voice has be¬ 
come strained. 

“To seek to understand 


and resolve current ten¬ 
sion, meetings have been 
sought with both parties. 

“We met with Seaton’s 
Voice and a meeting 
with Seaton Town Coun¬ 
cil is scheduled. 

“I remain hopeful that 
differences can be re¬ 
solved to the reasonable 
satisfaction of both 
groups, so that the pro¬ 
tection of this important 
community building can 
be confirmed. 

“The matter has not 
been discussed by 
EDDC Cabinet since our 
resolution in July. 

“We will make no de¬ 


cision on any possible 
alternative to the exist¬ 
ing resolution until we 
have met with Seaton 
Town Council and con¬ 
sidered the position 
fully. 

“I hope this helps clar¬ 
ify, but I stress that the 
EDDC position has not 
changed. 

“We remain committed 
to securing the best pos¬ 
sible future for the town 
hall.” 

Seaton Mayor Tony 
Woodman said the town 
council would not com¬ 
ment until after the 
meeting with EDDC.

The trust will have a trading arm 
named The Gateway Arts Theatre & 
Entertainment Company. 

It was announced that seven peo¬ 
ple had come forward to head up 
the project: Alan Nicholas, Barbara 
Dearden-Potter MBE, Mary Bowles, 
Paul Hotchkiss, Rachel Webber, Kris 
Brock and Steve Alaric Lee. 

Seaton's Voice Carol Manley, who 
chaired the public meeting, ex¬ 


plained that the new organisation 
needs to go to East Devon District 
Council with a plan that is "secure". 

She then introduced three "angel 
investors": Dave Brock (a rock musi¬ 
cian with Hawkwind, which stages 
localmusic festival Hawkfest), Steve 
Alaric Lee (an entrepreneur with 
businesses in Beer) and television 
presenter and journalist Matthew 
Wright (an avid Hawkwind fan and 
friend of Mr Brock). 

The three were greeted by mas¬ 
sive applause and Carol said: "They 
have basically put their money 
where their mouth is, and are work¬ 
ing with us to come up with a pack¬ 
age." 

Seaton's Voice is a Community In¬ 
terest Company, which took over 
the running of the town hall, turn¬ 
ing it into a successful community 
hub, in a partnership with East 
Devon District Council started in 
2011 .

MP asks council 
to rethink plans 
for traveller sites 


EAST Devon MP Hugo Swire says towns like 
Axminster and Seaton should take its “fair 
share" of gypsy and traveller pitches, writes 
Anders Larsson. 

He is asking East Devon District Council to 
rethink its plans to locate a large gypsy and 
traveller site in Cranbrook, which is in his con¬ 
stituency. 

EDDC, which is obliged to provide 37 new 
gypsy and traveller pitches in East Devon be¬ 
tween now and 2034, is proposing in the lat¬ 
est draft of the local plan to create 30 new 
pitches in Cranbrook - 81 per cent of EDDC’s 
overall allocation. 

Cranbrook Town Council has opposed the 
plans. 

Mr Swire said: “Obviously the easy thing to 
do is to put the majority of pitches in the same 
place but that does not mean it is the right 
thing to do. 

“There is more to East Devon than Cran¬ 
brook and I believe that other areas such as 
Axminster and Seaton should all take their fair 
share. 

‘This looks to me like a rushed solution as 
the lack of identified sites is holding up the 
Local Plan. The majority of my constituents in 
Cranbrook have no objection in principle to 
taking on their share of pitches but it is clearly 
unfair for the town to have to accommodate 
over 80 per cent of EDDC’s entire allocation. 

“EDDC needs to re-think and to do so 
quickly."

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5 TIPS 


FOR A SAFER 
HOME... 


1. HAVING a property 
rewired is expensive 
and disruptive, so we often put up with the 
wiring we've inherited when we move and for¬ 
get about getting it sorted. Unless the sockets, 
light switches and flexes are obviously old, it 
can be hard to tell the age of the wiring. A good 
place to start is the fuse box. If it has rewirable 
fuses, for example, it should probably be re¬ 
placed because modern fuse boxes don't use 
fuse wire. Other signs of old wiring include 
sockets with burn marks, sockets mounted on 
skirting boards, and surface-mounted cables. 


2. THE only way to 
be sure if the wiring's 
safe is to get a qualified electrician to test it. If 
your home does need rewiring, it's easiest to 
use an electrician registered with one of the 
Government's competent-person schemes, 
such as NICEIC (www.niceic.com), as they 
can self-certify that their work complies with 
building regulations. If they don't belong to 
such a scheme, you can get their work checked 
and signed off by a building control inspector 
(either from your local council or a private 
firm). The key thing is to get a completion cer-

tificate from a recognised body to prove that 
the electrical work is safe and legal, something 
often needed when you sell or rent out your 
home. 

3. GAS appliances are another potential dan¬ 
ger. By law, they must be installed by a Gas 
Safe Register engineer (www.gassaferegister. 
co.uk). They should also be serviced by one 
annually to ensure they're safe and working ef¬ 
ficiently. Carbon monoxide poisoning from 
gas appliances can, of course, be fatal and is 
hard to detect. That's why it's safest to have a 
carbon monoxide alarm in each room where 
there's a gas appliance. But fitting one isn't 
enough - you must press the test button on it 
regularly to make sure it's working, and change 
the batteries when required, although some 
alarms have built-in batteries that can't be re¬ 
placed. 

4. SMOKE alarms should also be tested regu¬ 
larly, but there's nothing more annoying than 
one that goes off every time you burn a piece 


of toast. Taking out the battery is a potentially 
dangerous habit to get in to, so go for an alarm 
with a silencer button. Some alarms are 'toast 
proof', meaning they're less likely to be set off 
when you cook. If you have wired-in alarms 
(see below), your electrician should fit a heat 
detector, rather than a smoke alarm, in the 
kitchen. 

5. ALL new homes must be fitted with inter¬ 
linking wired-in smoke alarms and this can also 
apply when you do major building work, such 
as rewiring, or converting the loft. If you don't 
want to replace your home's existing doors with 
fire doors when doing a conversion, getting an 
electrician to install smoke alarms throughout 
should ensure compliance with building regs. 
If wired-in alarms aren't required, fitting smoke 
alarms that wirelessly interlink is a great alter¬ 
native. Interlinking means that if there's a fire, 
all the alarms will go off at the same time, so 
even if you're sleeping a long way from the fire, 
you'll be alerted instantly.
